composed  of  intelligent  and  thoughtful  men  of  maturer  years,  men  of 
character  interested  in  education  and  especially  in  this  institution  ; 
and,  as  the  school  is  not  sectarian  in  any  respect  and  is  suited  alike 
to  the  education  of  the  sons  and  daughters  of  men  of  all  professions, 
pursuits  and  occupations,  men  representing  several  religious  denom- 
inations, some  of  the  learned  professions,  the  mercantile  business, 
and  the  farmers,  have  been  selected.  There  is  very  little  work  im- 
posed upon  the  trustees.  They  are  not  requested  to  meet  except  at 
the  call  of  the  Principal. 

At  the  close  of  each  session  in  June,  a  report  is  made  to  the 
trustees  showing  the  progress  of  the  school,  the  changes,  if  any,  in 
the  faculty,  &c.

LOCATION  AND  HISTORY. 

S  nithfield,  the  town  in  which  the  School  is  located,  is  beautifully 
situated  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Neuse,  about  twenty-five  miles 
below  Raleigh,  and  cont  lins  about  eight  hundred  inhabitants.  The 
railroad  facilitities  of  the  town  are  good,  it  being  on  the  Wilson 
and  Fayetteville  Short  Cut,  twenty  five  miles  from  Wilson,  and  at 
the  terminus  of  the  Midland  North  Carolina  Railroad,  twenty-two 
miles  from  Goldsboro.  It  is  also  virtually  on  the  North  Carolina 
Railroad,  as  hacks  from  Smithfie'd  meet  all  the  trains  on  that  road 
at  Selma,  four  miles  away. 

Smithfield  is  a  town  of  some  historic  interest.  Here  one  session 
of  the  'State  Legislature  convened.  It  was  prominently  spoken  of 
as  a  suitable  location  for  the  State  University  and  it  is  claimed  that 
it  cane  within  one  vote  of  being  made  the  capital  of  the  State. 

It  has  four  churches,  Methodist,  Missionary  Baptist,  Primitive 
Baptist  and  Presbyterian,  at  one  of  which  services  are  held  every 
Sabbath  morning  and  night.  Three  nights  in  each  week,  prayer 
meeting  is  held,  Tuesday  night  at  the  Presbyterian  Church,  Wed- 
nesday night  at  the  M.  E.  Church,  and  Thursday  night  at  the  Bap- 
tist Church.  There  are  three  Sabbath  Schools  and  two  Missionary 
societies  in  the  place. 

No  town  in  middle  North  Carolina  enjoys  better  health  than 
does  Smithfield. 

In  the  southwestern  part  of  this  historic  old  town,  Turlington 
Institute  had  its  origin  seven  years  ago  last  March.  For  twelve 
years  previous  to  that  time,  Prof.  Davis  had  taught  in  the  old 
school  building  in  the  same  part  of  the  town. 

In  1886,  he  was  joined  by  the  present  Principal.  They  built  a 
neat,  comfortable  and  even  commodious  school  building  which 
sufficed  for  the  needs  of  the  school  until  1891.  It  having  become 
too  small  on  account  of  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of  students, 
ihe  Principal  purchased  a  sitejust  out  of  town,  and  erected  on  it  a 
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LARGE  AND  COMMODIOUS  BUILDING. 

This  building  contains,  besides  recitationrboms,  an  auditorium 
which  will  accommodate  one  thousand  people.  The  building  is 
large  enough  to  accommodate  at  least  two  hundred 'pupils. 

•  THE  SESSION. 

The  Session  of  ten  months  is  divided  into  two  terms,  Fall  and 
Spring,  by  a  short  vacation  of  about  a  week  at  Christmas.  The 
Fall  term  is  eighteen  weeks  long  and  the  Spring  term  is  twenty - 
two  weeks  long.

Handsome  uniforms,  including  caps,  coats  and  pants,  are  furn- 
ished male  students  at  $15.00  per  suit.    This  is  cheap  for  such 
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good  goods.  They  wear  much  better  than  ordinary  fifteen  dollar 
suits.  All  male  students  are  earnestly  requested  to  buy  uniforms, 
but  no  one  is  forced  to  do  so. 

All  books  aqd  stationery  can  be  obtained  at  reasonable  prices 
at  the  drug  store  in  town. 

Board  and  tuition  for  one  month  and  half  the  medical  fee  must 
be  paid  on  entering  school.  The  remainder  of  board  and  tuition 
must  be  paid  monthly,  at  the  beginning  of  each  month. 

Students  will  be  charged  for  tuition  from  lime  of  entering  till  end 
of  term,  or  till  they  stop  schooi. 

Boarding  pupils  will  be  charged  for  board  from  the  time  of  en- 
tering school  till  the  end  of  tne  term,  or  till  they  stop  school. 

Each  boarding  pupil  is  expected  to  bring  for  his  own  use  a  pair 
of  sheets,  two  towels,  a  pair  uf  blankets  or  a  thick  quilt. 

A  liberal  discount  will  be  '_;iven  to  Ministers  of  the  Gospel  and 
needy  orphans  when  applied  for. 

BOARDING  DEPARTMENT. 

The  Boarding  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
Principal.  All  the  boarding  students  take  their  meals  at  his  table, 
and  the  girls  room  in  his  dwelling.  The  boys  room  in  the  bar- 
racks which  are  under  the  control  of  Prof.  Crocker. 

The  question  is  often  asked  how  board  can  be  furnished  at  so 
small  a  cost.  It  is  because  the  Principal  does  not  depend  on  the 
income  of  a  boarding  house  for  his  support.  Board  is  furnished 
to  the  students  at  about  cost.  A  regular  boarding  house  could  not 
be  kept  up  at  such  prices  as  are  charged. 

The  boarding  department  of  some  schools  is  managed  by  others 
than  the  principals,  therefore  boarding  pupils  must  support  the 
manager  of  the  boarding  house.     Here  it  is  different 

FREE  MEDICAL  ATTENDANCE 

All  medical  attendance  to  boarding  pupils  is  free  of  charge,  un 
less  it  should  become  necessary  to  call  in  a  consulting  physician  ; 
in  such  cases  the  patients  pay  the  extra  charge.    The  School 
Physician  visits  the  boarding  pupils  at  least  once  a  week,  and  re- 
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ports  to  the  Principal  the  condition  of  their  health.  Boarding 
pupils  have  also  the  privilege  of  consulting  the  School  Physician 
at  any  time. 

DISCIPLINE. 

Kind  but  firm  discipline  is  used  in  controlling  the  school  and 
almost  perfect  obedience  is  secured  with  little  or  no  trouble. 
When  mild  means  will  obtain  the  desired  effect,  punishments  are 
not  resorted  to,  but  when  it  becomes  necessary,  pupils  are  pun- 
ished by  reprimands,  demerits,  corporal  punishment,  and  in  very 
grave  offerices  by  expulsion. 

All  pupils  are  required  to  be  polite  and  courteous  to  each  other. 

In  the  school  room,  whispering  and  all  other  disorder  that  is 
likelv  to  take  the  attention  of  pupils  frCnyi  their  studies  is  sup- 
pressed to  as  great  an  extent  as  possible. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  leave  school  for  any  purpose  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  Principal,  a  id  his  .  permissi  m  will  not 
be  given  without  the  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians 

Students  boarding  with  the1  Principal  will  rarely  have  need  for 
going  "  up- town  t"  as  their  mail  will  be  brought  to  them  each  day, 
therefore  they  will  not  be  allowed  to  go  without  permission. 

It  is  believed  by  some  that  pupils  of  schools  for  both  sexes  are 
harder  to  control  than  those  of  schools  to  which  only  one  sex  is 
admitted,  that  they  do  not  study  so  well  nor  learn  so  fast.  T'lis 
is  not  true  so  far  as  thfe  School  is  concerned.  The  boys  and  girls 
sit  in  different  rooms,  a'rtd  are  thrown  together  only  on  recitation 
So  far  from  being  a  disadvantage  it  is  found. to  be  quite  the  con- 
trary. The  boys  are  ashamed  to  let  the  girls  recite  more  perfect 
lessons  than  they  do  and  the  same  is  true  of  the  girls.  There  is 
constant  rivahv  existing  between  the  two  departments. 

MILITARY  DEPARTMENT. 

"Mens  Sana  in  Corpore  Sano," 

This  department  has  been  established  for  the  physical  develop- 
ment of  the  male  students.    The  results  have  been  quite  satisfac 
tory.    P>esides  furnishing  healthful  exercises  for  the  pupils  and 
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training  them  to  walk  erect  and  carry  themselves  more  gracefully, 
it  has  been  of  very  great  service  in  aiding  to  control  them. 

The  school  is  furnished  with  Springfield  breech-loading  rifles 
and  equipments  which  are  the  property  of  the  Principal.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  this  is  the  only  school  in  North  Carolina  that  has  an 
entire  military  outfit  ol  its  own. 

While  the  Military  is  one  of  the  prominent  features  of  the  school, 
students  are  not  allowed  to  lose  time  from  their  studies  on  account 
of  it.  The  drill  exercises  are  conducted  at  a  time  when  the  students 
need  exercise  and  recreation  from  literary  work.  All  male  students 
should  take  advantage  of  the  military  drill.  Those  who  room  in 
the  barracks  will  be  subject  to  the  discipline  of  this  department. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Besides  the  quarterly  examinations,  which  are  brief  but  thorough 
enough  to  cause  students  to  review  the  studies  gone  over,  at  the 
close  of  each  term  there  are  held,  on  all  studies,  final  written  ex- 
aminations. These  are  sufficiently  comprehensive  and  searching 
to  test  the  student's  knowledge  of  the  subjects.  The  results  of 
these  examinations  are  entered  on  the  reports  sent  to  parents. 

REPORTS. 

Each  instructor  keeps  a  record  of  the  daily  recitations  of  the 
pupils  that  recite  to  him  and,  at  the  end  of  each  quarter,  reports 
showing  the  deportment  and  class  standing  of  each  pupil  are  sent 
to  the  parents  t  guardians. 

PHILOMATHIC  LITERARY  SOCIETY. 

The  Philomathic  Literary  Society,  in  which  the  students  have 
each  week  opportunity  for  exercising  themselves  in  declamation, 
composition-writing,  and  debate,  is  a  prominent  feature  of  the 
school.  Those  who  have  taken  an  interest  in  society  work  have 
been  greatly  benefited  by  it.  The  society  gives  an  entertainment 
at  the  close  of  the  school  in  June.  These  entertainments  have  al- 
ways been  enjoyed  by  the  large  audiences  who  attend  them,  and 
show  that  the  members  reap  real  benefit  from  the  society.  No 
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pupil  is  compelled  to  join  this  society,  but  all,  male  and  female,  are 
earnestly  advised  to  do  so. 

THE  INSTITUTE.  * 

The  school  paper,  "The  Institute,"  is  published  lour  times  a 
year  by  the  students,  teachers  and  Principal.  The  students  are 
urged  to  take  almost  complete  control  of  it. 

ARBOR  DAY. 

One  day  during  the  session  is  designated  as  "Arbor  Day  "  On 
this  occasion  one  or  more  trees  is  planted  on  the  school  grounds, 
with  appropriate  exercises.  These  exercises  are  instructive  to  the 
pupils,  and  conducted  by  representatives  from  each  of  the  classes 
in  the  school. 

HONOR  ROLLS. 

Those  pupils  who  obtain  an  average  of  ninety  per  centum  in  any 
one  of  the  four  regular  courses  of  study  on  examination  and  recita- 
tion, and  deportment,  at  the  close  of  each  term,  are  placed  on  the 
Roll  of  Honor  for  that  term  ;  those  who  obtain  an  average  of 
ninety  five  per  centum  are  placed  on  the  Roll  of  High  Honor;  and 
those  who  obtain  an  average  of  ninety  eight  per  centum  are  placed 
on  the  Roll  of  Highest  Honor. 

All  the  honor  rolls  are  read  at  the  Commencement  exercises  in 
June. 

SCHOLARSHIP  MEDAL 

To  the  pupil  who  shall  obtain  the  highest  average  on  all  the 
studies  in  any  one  of  the  four  regular  courses  on  recitation  and 
examination  and  deportment  for  the  whole  session  of  ten  months 
will  be  awarded  a  gold  medal.

DEPARTMENTS 

To  aid  in  controlling,  the  school  is  div  ided  n  o  Male  and  Female 
Department  The  males  and  females  sit  in  entirely  different 
rooiiis  and  aie  thrown  together  only  on  recitation. 

The  school  has  also  Military  and  Boarding  Departments,  both 
of  which  ar<-  explained  elsewhere. 

With  regard  to  the  literary  work,  the  school  is  divided  into 
Primary  and  Collegiate  Departments. 

The  Primary  is  preparatory  to  the  Collegiate.  The  work,  in 
this  department  is  thorough,  and  pupils  aie  advanced  as  rapidly 
as  is  found  consistent  with  their  several  capacities.  The  studies 
are  so  arranged  that  students  who  master  them  are  well  prepared 
to  enter  the  higher  department. 
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COLLEGIATE  DEPARTMENT. 

The  studies  of  the  Collegiate  Department  are  divided  into  four 
courses,  viz  :  Classical,  Semi -Classical,  Mathematical  and  English. 
Each  course  covers  four  year's  work.  The  first  year's  work  in 
either  course  is  done  by  the  Freshman  Class  ;  the  second,  by  the 
Sophomore  Class  ;  the  third,  by  the  Junior  Class,  and  the  fourth, 
by  the  Senior  Class.  Students  who  shall  complete  all  the  studies 
of  either  course  will  be  awarded  at  the  Commencement  exercises  in 
June  Diplomas,  or  Certificates  of  Proficiency  in  whatever  course 
completed. 

Besides  the  four  literary  courses  mentioned  above  a  Business 
Course  has  been  arranged  which  is  more  fully  explained  elsewhere 
in  this  catalogue.  Those  who  cotnp'ete  this  course  will  be 
awarded  Certificates  of  Proficiency.

is  via  Wilson,  N.  C. ;  for  those  east  of  here,  is  via  Goldsboro, 
N.  C,  on  Midland  road,  or  on  North  Carolina  road  to  Selma,  or 
on  Wilmington  and  Weldon  road  and  Wilson  and  Florence  Short- 
Cut  via  Wilson,  N.  C.
